.adopted a record $15.9 million county budget for the 1972-73 
fiscal year but the county levy will not be set until after 
the county’s valuation has been certified by the state. 
Of the record $15,981,(152 total requirements, only $5,739,771 
will need to be raised by taxation requiring a mill levy estimated 
at 11.779 mills. 


This is a drop from the 1.3.B.3 mills adopted for the 1971-72 
budget although the total budget is up 23U over last year’s 
adopted budget of $13.006.402. 
Added Property Valuation 
Added valuation of property in the county resulting from 
new construction and adjusted values on existing properties 
result in the anticipated drop in the mill levy for the coming 
year. 
The general fund portion of the total budget dropped in 
jiroperty tax needs to $1.809,663 from .$2,389,301 last year. 
With the rising cost of medical care, the county’s budget 
reflects a considerable inerea.se in its medical budget from county 
taxes for welfare patients. The amount to be raised by taxation 
increased to $1,0(30,295 for 1972-73 as compared to sá)8.067 for 
1971-72. 
Considerable Increases 
Other budgets which took considerable leaps are LancastiT

The LO.MR budget jumped from $592,260 in actual expenses 
during the 1971-72 fiscal year to $1,152,151 adopted for 1972-73. 
Lancaster .Manor budget adopted for the coming year totals 
$1.053.420 as compared with expenditures last year of $577,456. 
Additional Sl.OtMt Nixed 
A request by .Sheriff Merle Karnopp to add $1.(KK) to bis 
budget Tuesday was denied by the commissioners but the board 
authurized the sheriff to send two deputies to narcotics school 
for viiich he made the added request 
It was noted that to add To the budget at t h i s p o i n t 
would he impossible since it would be necessary to readvertiso 
the budget and the statutes provide that the budget must 
l)e adopted by Aug. 15. 
Karnopp told the board that he had not originally included 
the costs for sending two deputies to the scIkm)! in his budge* 
because it was slated for Lincoln but the location has s i n c e 
been changed. 
Travel and Expenses 
He estimated it would cost about $l,()üO for travel expen.ses 
and board and room for two weeks 
The Commissioners indicated that the necessary funds could 
he taken out of the commissioners’ miscellaneous fund.

P rasch Urges High P riority For Calvert-Relief School

Lincoln Public Schixils Supt. John Prasch 
said Tuesday he will recommend putting hign 
priority on construction of a new elementary 
school to relieve crowded conditions at Calvert 
School. 
The Board of Education is having plans 
drawn for two new elementary schools with 
the understanding that the single set of plans 
might be used for a Calvert-relief school and 
a new building in the Southwood area. 
The district has been studying enrollment 
projections to determine which of the schools 
should be built first, and Prasch said Tuesday 
he believes relief for the Calvert area should 
take priority. 


He identified a school site at 52nd and 
Claire as probable location for the building. 
Prasch has not yet identified which of the 
sites in the Southwood area might be home 
for a new school there. The district owns om* 
site in the Southwood Addition itself and another 
in an adjacent section on the cast. 
Enrollment projections indicate Calvert wilt 
be “ in real trouble” scon, Prasch told the 
board. “ We need to push for relief as soon 
as possible.” 


In related matters. Pra.sch said lie would 
put the Calvert and Southwood buildings into 
a top construction priority listing for 1972-73, 
along with additions at 
Irving Junior High, 
Northeast High School and Lake View Elemen­ 
tary, 


•As a possible time schedule, he suggested 
a 
eonstriietion 
start 
on 
the 
Calvert-relief 
building in November, the Southwood building 
four or five months later, the Northeast addition 
next 
spring 
and

Prasch said he was still studying the Lake 
View situation to assess the impact of the 
building boom in the West A area. 
■All of the plans he discussed Tuesday are 
preliminary. School board approval will be re­ 
quired at several steps in the planning for 
each new project. 
At 
Irving, 
the 
schools 
are 
eyeing 
a 
cooperative venture with the City Parks and 
Recreation Dept, to add a gymnasium and 
recreation facilities and offices. 
The gym would be used during the day 
by the junior high and at night by the recreatioii 
department. Part of the plan envisions closing 
South 20lh Street between the school and Irving 
Park, 


and 
At Northea.st High, a new' gymnasium 
science facilities would lie added.' 


The i.ake View addition would handle in­ 
creasing elementary enrollment for a while, 
said Prasch. but he predicted the board may 
need to build an elementary school and possibly 
a junior high in West A area eventually. 
Pra.sch said the projects he identified a.s 
high priorities can be built within the district's 
current building budget, financed by a four-mill 
levy on local property. 


In related matters. Pra.sch said a committee 
is studying possible conversion of Everett Junior 
High into a community performing arts center. 
The building has been slated for closing, pend­ 
ing compkilion of additions at other junior 
high schools. 
Building projects under eonstruclion now 
include an addition which will double the size 
of (Goodrich Junior High in northwest IJneoln.

Perhaps i! i>, a mature judgment the City Council has 
made on the matter of fireworks — outlawing jwp-ljottle rockets 
and skyrockets and fixing legal rcsfwnsibility for shooting of 
all fireworks 
Yet. you wonder if it is not the typical kind 
of decision in whieh adults get a little carried away with 
their own sense of re.sponsibility. 
If we eliminated everything in this wiirlri that was a potential 
danger, life would be far different than it is. Certainly, we 
would have no automidiiies and maybe no automatic furnaces 
and air-conditioners. 
Wi.^ely. the council did leave other fireworks in the legal 
tategory and the time limits imfwsed on shooting them seem 
to be perfectly reasonable. But in outlawing fKip-bottle rockets, 
the council did away with the one thing that was both cheap 
and fun. 


For a f('w dollars you could get a big supply of pop-bottle 
rockets but other fireworks are very expensive. The kids will 
not have the money to buy other fireworks in substitution 
for the popular jKip-bottle rockets. Thus, once again we have 
put some artificial limits upon the freedom of people to enjoy 
themselves. 
We have now done the same thing with hitch-hikers, by 
virtue of a f’olice Department decision to crack down on those 
who travel by their thumbs. Obviously, a good case can be 
made against hitch-hiking but a good case can be made against 
almost anything if you want to do .so. 
The thing is that we constantly seem to tighten the rope 
around ourselves, to impose one law after another upon ourselves 
until we can hardly move without committing some kind of 
violation. 
Somehow, we think back in the context of what we have 
just said to the article by Gordon Winters that apjx'ared on 
the front page of the .Monday morning Star. It was an art id* 
on the life style of a .Nebraska farm family. It presented 
rural life in the words of a family who live such a life. 


Tliis farm wife explained her liking for living in the country 
when she said that “ you have a freetlorn in the country that 
you don't have in town. It’s privacy. I gue.ss.'' 
The father said that “ there seems to be a certain amount 
of pressure on individuality in the city . . . 1 think a rural 
environment has an influence on individuality. I think a rural 
environment has an influence on initiative. 
“ I think that to be a stable individual in our society, 
you have to have some concept of who you are and what 
you are and why you are. 
“ It seems to me that people — I hesitate to say anything 
for fear I'm prejudicwl — who live close to nature understand 
the basics of life, God’s creation and the purpose of life.” 
That, in our own mind, is the appeal of rural life — 
its demands u{)on the individual. It is a demand because freedom 
is a demand but it is in 
answering the challenge to your 
own individuality and ability that you find satisfaction in life. 


★ 
In what these farm parents have said, you can easily 
see why so many Americans spend their vacations as thev 
do — in the nation's parks, along its streams and lakes and 
in all its natural areas. It is easy to understand why there 
are growing numbers of campers on the highways and an 
amazing increase in the ownership of boats. 
Tbese activities represent not only a change but an escape 
from conventionality, a getting away from the restrictions with 
which most of us live in closely knit and inter-dependent city 
living. Such escape gives us at least a momentary opportunity 
to live as we please, to make our own decisions, to test 
our mettle. 
In an urban setting, we find our 
daily lives more and 
more restricted and the trend shows no signs of letting up. 
There is even the right and wrong way of disposing of your 
garbage and, take the wrong way and you have nothing but 
trouble. 
Government, at all levels, that continues to infringe upon 
the daily lives of pc'ople rather than tending to the real needs 
of people is the 
major author of our restrictions. It would 
be welcome now and then if the government s i m p l y decided 
to let people do as they plea.sed, even if they did somethin^ 
now and then that wasn't good for them.

The Settled-Down Singles 
Are Invading The Suburbs 


WASHIXGTO.N -The term, 
“ swinging singles,” suggests 
perpetual motion — a herd of 
unmarried hedonists dashing 
from one party to another and 
changing addresses almost as 
often as clothes. Enter now 
the settled-down single who 
lives, of all places, in the 
suburbs. 
Some 
of 
t hi s 
relatively sedate new breed 
have gone so far as to buy 
a house or a condominum. 
The singles-to-suburbia trend 
is unmistakable in the rapidly 
g r o w i n g 
W a s h i n g t o n 
metropolitan area. According 
to 
L.S. 
Census 
data,

number of divorced and single 
people living in the capital's 
suburbs increastnl by 92.8''r 
between 1960 and 1970. In the 
same period, the s i n g l e s 
population of the country as 
a whole rose by only 
Fear of crime, especially on 
the part of unmarried women, 
is one reason for the exodus 
from the city. But economic 
considerations 
may

controlling. The cost of housing 
tends to vary inversely with 
its distance from the central 
city. 


Single people usually have 
felt 
uncomfortable 
in

suburbs, which are populated 
mainly

couples 
preoccupied

inging of their children. But 
now 
that 
singles 
h a v e 
established a beachhead, more 
are sure to follow. In addition, 
suburbia now offers many of 
the attractions once found only

downtown

theaters, night clubs, sports 
arenas and the like. 
A single person considering 
a move out of the city pro­ 
bably would be better oft ia 
an established community than 
in one of the “ new towns” 
springing up in various parts 
of the.country.

Lincoln Courts Too Le nie nt? 


The handling of drunken drivers by the 
courts in Omaha and Lincoln has been the 
subjt»ct of controversy and comment in both 
cities of late. If any comparison between 
the approaches used in the two cities can 
be made, it is that Lincoln’s clearly is the 
more imaginative program more likely to 
produce the desired results — to get the 
drinking driver off the .streets. Or at the 
very least, to reduce the number of traffic 
accidents attributable in some respect to 
alcohol. 
Lincoln has used federal f i n a n c i a l 
re.sources available to the community to 
establish a comprehensive drunk driving pro­ 
gram in which rehabilitation, rather than 
penalty, may play the key part. TTie Lincoln 
program allows convicted drunk drivers a 
probationary 
period 
involving 
mandatory 
classes, counseling, possible medical treatment 
and restricted driving privileges, although not 
all violators are in the program. Omaha does 
not rely nearly as heavily on probation as 
an alternative course of action. 
But. as in Omaha, where many in the 
community feel that the courts are not tough 
enough on drinking drivers — even though 
probation is eschewed, there are those in 
Lincoln who think the courts here are too 
lenient. Indeed, Lincoln police officers have 
testified before a legislative traffic safety 
committee against the Lincoln program. 


Tne major points of controversy ap­ 
parently are that under the probationary pro­ 
gram. the conviction for drunk driving is 
not recorded with the Motor Vehicles Depart­ 
ment — or elsewhere — so that repeaters 
are actually treated as first offenders and 
that points are not assessed against the pro­ 
bationer’s drivers license. 
But such “ penalties” , those familiar with 
the Lincoln program agree, are not compatible 
with 
the 
probation 
pliilosophy. 
Restricted 
driving privileges and the opportunity to keep 
his recx)rd intact are regarded as incentives 
for a violator to profit from the probatioi^ 
program by understanding his drinking pro­ 
blem and, hopefully, by shaking it. 
The arguments used by Lincoln municipal 
court judges, probation officers and attomevs 
who have represented clients in the program 
are supported by the statistic's gathered thus 
far. A very small percentage of those who 
have successfully completed probation have 
gone on to a second drunk driving offen.se. 
as compared with the recidivism rate for 
all offenses. The recidivism rate for those 
who complete probation is also much lower 
than for those who are charged with a second 
offense during their probationary period. 
Perhaps more time is needed in which 
to accurately evaluate the success of the Lin­ 
coln program. But the experts agree that 
thus far the program seems to be working.

It is the area where the 
crab-grass abruptly gives way 
to a dank, steaming growth 
of weeds.

Hope Is To Repeat Truman's 1948 Comeback 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. — On 
the road, the .McGovern cam­ 
paign is informal and good- 
natured. D e s p i t e

isolated, but lives and works 
and eats with his wife and

in 
an 
atmosphere 
of 
amiable confusion. 


This “ nice guy” quality is 
both 
his 
strong till 
a n d 


weakness. When he talks about 
ending 
the 
war 
and 
t h c 
unemployment, he is so ob­ 
viously sincere that he gets 
the attention and sympathy of 
his audiences, and once he gets 
their 
sympathy, 
he 
reacts 
quickly with conviction and 
occasionally wi t h eloquence, 
but this is also his problem. 
For when he finishes and 
you talk to the people on the 
edge of the c r o w d, it is 
surprising how many of them 
say he is almost “ too nice,” 
too considerate of the people 
out of work and on welfare, 
too sympathetic to the young, 
and too trusting and idealistic 
about the possibilities of peace 
and 
reconciliation 
in 
t h i s 
violent and cynical age. 


.McGovern is very conscious 
of this reaction, which one 
heard ail over .New England. 
He knows that the working 
people are essential to his 
campaign, and that they resent 
his suggestions of l a r g e r 
guarantees to the unemployed. 
.Accordingly he is now- s-hifting 
his emphasis from guaranteed 
a n n u a l wages (though he 
observes that President Nixon

till the 10th of October.” he 
sayS' and there will be a big 
difference in the public recrea­ 
tion 


He 
does 
not 
believe 
the 
American people are cynical 
about the killing in Vietnam, 
even if our combat role has 
ended, and our casualties have 
dropped. He believes this is 
still a c'ornpassionate country 
that will respond to his appeals 
for peace, tax reform, full 
employment, 
generous 
treat­ 
ment 
for 
the 
unemployed, 
reconciliation with the young 
and insurance for the old and 
the sick. 


In short, he is saying that 
to go forward, we have to go 
back to some of the values 
and 
beliefs 
of 
an 
earlier 
America. He feels himself in 
touch with the highly moral 
leaders 
of 
the 
old 
reform 
movements of the past, who 
fought against too much in­ 
volvement in the world and 
too many “ special interests.’’ 


.And the paradox of this is 
that President Nixon and Vice 
President Agnew are making 
this same appeal to what they 
call “ .Middle America”—only 
they are concentrating on the 
things in American life they 
want 
to 
preserve, 
w h i l e 
.McGovern is concentrating on 
things he wants to change. 


McGovern’s hope is that he 
can 
repeat 
the astonishing 
come-back 
and

Harry Truman in the cam­ 
paign of 1948, and his problem 
is that the economic condition 
of the people was much dif­ 
ferent in Truman’s time.

Hidden down in the weeds, 
looking terrified, will be your 
perennials. There arc doubtless 
some among us here today 
who do not march to the puls­ 
ing beat of Mother Nature. For 
their benefit, so that they may 
leave us at once and move 
on to news of debentures and 
bloodshed, let us explain t h a t 
perennials 
are 
f l o w e r s . 
Glorious, cascading blooms i»f 
brilliant color — 
at least in 
theory. 


A good time to 
weed — 
that IS to say. if you have 
any 
hojH' of seeing theory 
bloom into fact 
—is in the 
spring. Many people 
neglect 
this vital spring w e e d i n g 
because it is very hard at that 
season to tell the tiny little 
perennials from the tiny little 
weeds. Or because they can 
think of dozens of things that 
are more interesting to do than 
plucking tiny little weeds out 
of the mud. Or because they 
can’t think of anything else 
to do that seems interesting 
but don’t feel like weeding 
either. 
We do not want to be harsh 
on these people. There is logic 
in their position. By waiting 
until late June, they will easily 
be 
able 
to 
distinguish 
the 
weeds from the flowers. The 
weeds will be 
the l a r g e 
menacing plants which have 
the bugs terrified. 
The trouble Is that June is 
much too pleasant a season 
for such drudgery as weeding, 
and July is far too hot. Thus 
those who missed the spring 
weeding often find that by 
August, their weeds 
have 
become arrogant. 


It is said that some weeds 
in a long-neglected perennial 
border 
can 
s t r a n g l e 
a 
Japanese bottle in midflight. 
There are stories, and you can 
believe them or not, of weeds 
from perennial borders that 
have stalked 
—or perhaps, 
stemmed — right 
into 
the 
house and refused to be p u t 
out until all television stations 
had shut down for the night. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
Well, these horror stories 
needn’t scare us if we get right 
down to the job at once. How 
shall we go about it? 
With a firm stride, walk, 
straight up to the perennial 
border and, parting the weeds, 
look to see whether there are 
any perennials still surviving. 
Since most of us are born 
unlucky, 
there 
will 
almost 
certainly be a few survivors 


which, of cour.se, 
poor gardenship 
it would b(' 
to destroy. 
This means that the easy way 
out — dynamite — is foreclostHi 
“ Dynamite?” You may ask, 
unless you have gardened in 
August in years past. In that 
case you will recall how the 
baking action of the sun after 
heavy summer rain leaves the 
soil the consistency of con­ 
crete. 
Getting 
a 
well-devclopt'd 
weed out of its hostile grip 
IS 
toil 
for 
sturdy 
backs, 
particularly since the average 
welUieveloped weed has roots 
like steel cable.s. If. therefore, 
you determine that there are 
still flower.s in your }>crennial 
border — 
anything that has 
been 
maimed 
by 
p e s t s , 
particularly by slugs, is almost 
certainly a flower — if you 
are stuck with flowers that 
cannot be blown up. you have 
a problem. 
One solution is to soak the 
perennial 
border 
thoroughly 
until 
the earth 
turns from 
concrete into mud. making it 
relatively — mind you- only 
relatively — easier to pull the 
weeds by hand. 


There are two ways to .soak 
a ¡lerennial border. It can be 
done artificially by attaching 
a sprinkler to a water outlet 
and watering for two days. 
But the more sensible w'ay 
is to let nature do the watering 
for you. .Simply wait for a good 
two-day rain, and when it lets 
up, start pulling. The beauty 
of this method is that two-day 
rains are extremely rare in 
•August. Hence, there is little 
likelihood that you will do 
permanent 
injury 
to 
back, 
hands, or knees while laboring 
in a depressing and muddy 
morass. 
Sound as this method is, the 
method we recommend most 
highly 
involves 
even 
more 
complete reliance upon nature. 
Simply stay away from the 
perennial border until a cold 
day 
occurs 
next 
February 
when — will nature’s miracl6 
never cease! — All the weeds 
will be dead. 


Some people are so impa­ 
tient that they cannot wait for 
nature. Before lunging into the 
weeds 
and 
d a m a g i n g 
themselves, 
these

should go into the house^ pour 
a cool drink and, while stirring,

Prope rty Tax Support 
Of Schools Will Go Up 


Local property tax supixirt for the Lincoln Public Schools 
in the coming fiscal year will increase by slightly less 
than two mills, according to finalized figures re^wrted ITiesduy 
to the Lincoln Board of Education. 
The mill levy for all funds supporting the public schools 
Ciitegory of the 1972-73 budget will he 54.962, compared with 
32.979 for the current year. 
A slight increase in the mill levy for the Lincoln Technical 
College, which is also responsible to the local sdiool board, 
will push the total levy for school support to 56.958, compared 
with .54.853. 
That figure includes the 1.996 mills for technical college 
.suppoirt. 
The board had set the maximum two-mill levy for the 
tech college, based on an estimated total assessed valuation 
ot .$410 million. The change was due to a recent county 
report that the figure should be $410,911,585. 
The ihipact of that slightly higher figure also reduced 
to 3.991 what had been the maximum four mills to raise 
funds for the current building program. 
The district’s assessed value for the current vear was 
$890,188,410. 
Lincoln school officials estimate local property tax siip*)oit 
(if all operations of the public schools and the technical college 
would be considerably more without the help of slate aid 
and other funds. 
For the coming year, they estimate the mill levy would 
be approximately 73 mills instead of 56.9. 
The accompanying table shows a comparison of the actual 
dollars to be raised locally for the two fiscal years and 
the corresponding mill levies.

Kremont (iPi — By a 5-1 
margin, the Fremont Board of 
Kducation has voted to retain 
corporal punishment in Fre­ 
mont Public Schools. 


Board President S t a n l e y 
Carlson cast the lone dissen­ 
ting vote on a resolution re­ 
taining the punishment w i t h 
specific 
guidelines 
for 
ad­ 
ministering it. 
The guidelines state a paddle 


or 
spanking 
may 
be 
ad­ 
ministered with prior parental 
approval or without such ap­ 
proval in the presence of t h e 
involved teacher and by the 
principal, assistant principal or 
a staff member. 


Before 
the 
vote 
Carlson 
issued a prepared statement 
explaining his opposition to the 
resolution. He said, “ I believe 
that corporal 
punishment is 


degrading. 
It 
represents 
a 
point at which there can be 
no personal respect left in for 
either party.” 


He also said, “ I am very 
concerned about the possibility 
of a suit. The trend of court 
decisions suggests that if a 
bohrd endorses the idea of 
corporal 
punishment 
t h a t 
results in some kind of damage 
we all — t e a c h e r s , ad­ 


ministrators. individual board 
members — may very well 
be named defendants because 
the court will say that we en­ 
couraged such action by our 
policy statement.”

issue became public here in

Liberties Union officials con­ 
tacted school officers concern­ 
ing a complaint at F r e m o n I

Carlson

Low Quality Wheat Is Discussed 


The problems of the low 
quality wheat in Nebraska and 
wbat to do about it occupied 
the attention of the Advisory 
Committee to the Division of 
Wheat 
Development, 
Utiliza­ 
tion and Marketing, Nebraska 
Dept, 
of 
Agriculture 
Tues­ 
day. 
The 
committee 
has 
been 
trying to improve the protein 
content of the state’s winter 
wheat crop for several years. 
A jniobile laboratory traveled 
with the wheat harvesters this 
year attempting to spot wheat 
quality problems and advise 
farmers 
about 
their 
wheat 
protein level. 
The price of wheat can vary 
a dime or more a bushel, 
depending on the amount of 
protein it contains. 
The laboratory was an effort 
to bring the importance of high 
protein to the farmers and 
elevator operators and an at­ 


tempt to learn how important 
fertilizer is in improving wheat 
quality. 


“ Farmers are not going to 
spend money on extra fertilizer 
to 
improve 
the 
quality 
of 
wheat until we can improve 
the mar’Keting system to the 
point where the farmer gets 
paid for better quality w'heat,” 
warned 
Dr. 
Don 
Hunway, 
chairman 
of 
the 
agronomy 
department at the University 
of Nebraska. 
Several committee members 
pointed 
to 
the difficulty 
of 
keeping various lots of wheat 
separated according to quality 
at an elevator taking in large 
quantities 
of 
the 
crop 
at 
harvest time. 
Flanway acknowledged that 
this was a problem but told 
of elevator operators that pay 
a premium for wheat above 
a certain level of protein. 
“ I think testing wheat for 


quality could be of real value 
to a wheat farmer who has 
some 
storage on his farm. 
Perhaps if we can fnid a way 
to test the wheat early in the 
season 
he 
can 
store 
high 
quality 
wheat 
and

o r d i n a r y wheat. Later he 
hopefully could find an |ii- 
proved market for his quality

ACTION LIN E: A quick survey of trash haulers reveáis 
that customs vary among the dozens of Lincoln haulers. Most 
companies, however, said that they would haul away even 
outsize items at no extra charge if the items were placed 
in easy reach of trash haulers and were clearly meant to 
be taken. 
The important thing here is to contact your own hauler. 
Catch him when he collects or call him. Some outfits will 
alert their men in advance that large items are to be picked 
up. Or you may mark the items to be taken. 
Exceptionally large items or a large accumulation of junk 
may cost extra. Again, work out the job with your hauler 
in advance. 
A poor last resort is to take the stuff yourself to the 
dump. Experienced hauhus warn, however, that such a trip 
may cost more in tire and car repairs than hiring the job 
done.

However, he said, while the 
goal of the court.s appears to 
be to get them back out of 
the state, by being lenient with 
penalties 
they 
actually 
en- 


courage the illicit operations. 
The 
patrolman 
noted 
the 
courts acted during last sum­ 
mer’s August through October 
harvest season u n d e r the 
state's 1971 omnibus drug con­ 
trol law. 
Buljt in to the law were pro­ 
visions which allow the courts 
a great deal of flexibility. 
the purpose for such flex- 
ihility, Rowe said, was to per­ 
mit penalties to better fit the in­ 
dividual cases. He cited as an 
example of the flexibility pro­ 
visions which allow as little 
as a $1 fine and one day in 
jail, or as much a.s a prison 
term, for heroin. 
The problem arises, Rowe 


said, from “ getting in a rut 
in processing the cases through" 
the courts. 


“ They tend to get in a rut 
and instead of looking at each 
case individually, as the law 
intends, they treat them all 
the same,” he said. 
He also said the courts, by 
being lenient with out of state 
law violators, set a precedent 
for handling in-state cases. 
As to the status of the crop,

ACTION LIN E: Persons charged with misdemeanors and 
facing a possible jail sentence are taken to the probation 
office where they fill out forms supplying employment and 
financial information. Then if they want court-appointed legal 
counsel they sign a poverty affidavit, according to Bob Keller, 
municipal court probation officer. 
The judge then decides whether or not the person is 
indigent. The poverty affidavit can be questioned by either 
the iudge or prosecution. In the absence of real guidelines, 
Keller says, it's up to the judge to decide whether a person 
can pay an attorney or, if he is eraploytxl, can earn the
